Probably llicrc urc some who contend tliiil 
Inbor unions slioukl not be permitted t.o par- 
ticipate In politics nt nil. 11 so. they lire rclii- 
tlvely few and do not represent tlic general 
viewpoint. 

Workers have as much right ns anybody 
else to try to elect their friends, ilelcat their 
enemies, affect the course of legislative nc-. 
tlon. In practice, their unions provide natural 
vehicles for such political action. And such 
rights can not be exercised without expendi- 
ture of money. 

The real issue is not— or should not. be- 
that. The real Issue Is whether mlllloii.s o( 
labor union members who dlsiigree with the 
political policy ol their orRanUatlon should 
be forced, willy nllly, to help finance poli- 
cies and candidates iMey would prefer to de- 
feat. 

RiRhl now most utilonl-sm Is pro-new deal. 
But the ethics of the .situation would be ex- 
actly the same 11 unlonlam were predomi- 
nantly anti-new deal. In fact, tlierp are 
unions which will support Dewey for prcsl- 
■ dent, against the will nf a sub.stnntlal mi- 
nority of their members. Ju.st as must unions 
will support Roosevelt BRalnst the wlslies of 
their minorities. 

A much more rcnil.itic and enforceable ap- 
proach to the problems raised by unions In 
politics would be to amend the Hatch act 
somewhat along these lines: 

Let It be provided tliat no union should 
be permitted to support any candidate, in any 
way. whether or not the expenditure of 
moneys was Involved, without a referendum 
open to every member of whnii'vcr classifica- 
tion. 

Let it be provided further that no union 
funds raised by Initiation fees, work permits, 
dues or assessments be utilized In snch po- 
litical action as a rclerenduni nilfilu approve. 

But, by voluntary contribution .so .safe- 
guarded ns to hold pressure to a minimum, 
let those members who approved of the 
union's proposed political action make up as 
, large a fund as tlicy sec fit. to be spent In 
any way not offensive acalnsi corrupt prac- 
tices acts applicable to all. 

In this way union majorities could utilise 
organizational machinery to advance theli 
political objectives, but minority members 
would not be forced lo finance the election 
of men— or the legislation of principles— to 
which they are opposed.
